The triple affliction of hlinriin 
deafness arid silence is not depriv- 
ing little Knuna Kubicek 0/ the 
benefits of an education. This 
has been assured her by the 

sotnbly of the Stat** of Illinois at its 
last session, when Mm sum ot $2,000 
was voted for her maintenance and 
instruction during the next two 

rs. 
Emma was not always deficient in 
sight and hearing. Her affliction 
came as the result of that terrible 

enemy of child-life, spinal-menin- 
gitis. The disease attacked the 
littile golden-haired hiss when she 
was only three years of ago, and for 
a time her life was despaired of. 
When at last her parents saw her 
slow! Bering their joy was 

mingled With tin* terrible sorrow of 
knowing that their little daughter- 
was doomed to lifelong silence and 
darkness. 

Is it to be wondered at that they 
Were disposed to treat with more 

leniency their child than they would 

Nave done had she possessed sight 
and hearing?
